Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the puck, cards, coin 
and any other structure must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 
No new matter should be entered. 

Conrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

3. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the player cards" in claim. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 

States. 

5. Claims1-9 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipate by Doss 
(5997001). 

Doss teaches playing pieces as player cards with likeness of players (1 :39-50), playing 
surface (32), puck like object for tossing (4:1-5). Applicant may note that limitations 
reciting rules for playing or intended use of the game do not further limit the apparatus 
in the claim. 

6. Claim 10 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipate by Official notice of 
examiner a conventional hockey game. 

Examiner views all recited mles are known in a hockey game.
